TBe couotry pays $100,000,000 aonually 
as Hie price o f the sugar w e ase. 
Cora cat and shocked as soon as it is well 
glazed makes the best corn fodder. 
A foreign correspondent of the Balti­ 
more American says: 
“ Women and cows 
in France tor work, m ea and horses for 
war.'* 
In England 40 bushels o f wheat per acre 
Is not an unusual yield, and 50 or OO bush- 
eh per ae re is often realized as the result 
of high farming. 
Nevertheless England is 
bilged to import each year shoat IOO,OOO,- 
OOO bushels in addition to her own crop to 
feed her people. 
The Farmers Gazette, Dublin, Ireland, 
rn an article on the “Great agricultural 
questions of the day,'* in w hich it considers 
agricultural com petition by foreign coun­ 
tries, says: 
**We thought we were safe in

The Sweating Process in Wheat. 
P:om the St Paul (Minn.) Pioceer Press. 
We notice by our exchanges that mauy 
of the farmers about the {State are agaio 
tbresbiog from the shock aud hauling 
their grata direct to market. 
Ordinarily 
this plau baa some advantage to 
recoin 
mend it, but this year. when the wheat 
has been bleached out by h ti sun* ami re­ 
peated rains, it is not advisable. 
It should 
by all means go into the stack aad undergo 
the "sweat” before being threshed and 
sold. This will in 
mo*L Cise* raise the 
grade and m ?e the owner from 5 to IO 
cents on the bushel. 
T he "sweating” process Is not one gen­ 
erally understood. 
Taking either wheat 
or oats, or even hay, and stacking or m ew ­ 
ing them, in a abort time they will he n n- 
deigoiag what ii com monly known as the 
"awfial” 
On opening the stack the straw 
.will Im found damp aa well ai the grain, 
accompanied by considerable beat, wbicb 
lasts for a number o f days. 
At such times 
it ta difficult to separate the berry from 
the head, and it is seldom threshed by 
any good farmer till this period is past. 
The result of this sweat Is that the color 
of the berry is restored, w hile the kernel 
Itself Is filled out and is considerably 
plumper than when it went into Ute stack. 
Bat this is not all. 
Daring this period 
there has been a constant absorption by 
the berry o f the nutritive elements in .the 
stalk, rendered active by the fermentation, 
and this develops and ripens the kernel. 
Some question whether there is any more 
gluten added, but it ta our opinion that 
there is, and that It is richer tnalbumenoids 
and w ill make, consequently, a higher 
quality of flour than if not stacked ai all. 
But the suggestion w e desired to urge was, 
that stacking would brighten the grain, 
which is this year mostly of a dead color, 
and add a few dollars more to the revenue 
o f the farm, which all will frankly acknow I 
edge is always small enough.

Feeding Band Wire with Straw. 


A f the use of eelf-biodera, wire beiog 
uaed, are coming into uae quite generally, 
It ii well to move cautiously in the matter 
of allowing cattle to eel straw I rom which 
the wire has net been removed, though the 
Wire may not prove fatal, aa is shown by 
the teaior Mr. Clarkson, in the Iowa State 
B egster: 
"SdI-bi aden; using wire, are coming 
into gel.era! u*e, and block raising Is of too 
much consequence to be jeopardized by 
any h junou^ element. 
In 1863 and 1864 
the grain ou Melrose (arm was bound with 
wire, using Ute Bur son 
binder. There 
was no effort made to save the wire from 
the straw wh©u threshing. The cattle on 
the farm were wintered at the straw stacks. 
At the time there was considerable talk on 
ibis subject, and consequently the re­ 
sult of such feeling was watched with in­ 
terest. 
Tnere could 
not be discovered out­ 
wardly any deleterious effects of the wire 
oo grown cattle, cows or younger stock. 
AU appeared to prosper and were healthy. 
This would appear to be nearly conclus­ 
ive evidence that there wa9 no danger 
from such wire 
But In the fall of 1864 was slaughtered 
a fleer for beef, aud made clote observa­ 
tions aa to the effect of the wire. The steer 
had not eaten any cf the straw In which 
th* re was wire tor seven months. 
There 
was la the stomach (sometimes 
called 
manifold) at leafet a hundred pieces of 
wire of from half an loch to an inch long, 
stacking in the honeycomb lining of the 
fit at stomach. 
They were last and im­ 
movable by any operation of nature, and 
would evidently have remained there as 
long as the animal lived. 
There were 
few in the secood and less in the third 
stomachs; bot none could be found in the 
•mailer intestines. 
And while the pres­ 
ence <1 these wires threated serious diffi­ 
culty,
